Last evening, between the hours of 6 and 8
o'clock, the Democratic party of Philadelphin
held its delegate elections in the various divi-
sions, and it 12 but just to say that no scenes of
disorder, such as prevailed last year, occurred
in any part of the city. That this was g0 arises
from the fact that there is but little chance of
the success of the Democratic candidates at the
coming electlon, and consequently there was an
inactive canvass, but few gentlemen being wiil-
ing to undergo the useless expense atlending a
political campaign at this time. No interest
was taken by the people in the primary clec-
tions, and there was bul a very light vote
polled.

The wvarlous Congressional, Legislative, and
Ward Conveniions nssembled at the designated
places at 10 o'clock this morning, and the resalt
of their deliberations will be found in the full
reports which are appended. As usual, there
were the same disturbing elements which pre-
vail at all political conventions in effecting an
organization, the new rules of the party requir-
ing the Executive Committeeto name the Presi-
dents of the Clty and County Conventions not
extending to those in session to-day. There
was also the usual crowd on the outside of the
various halls, who took an active part In the
endeavors *‘to ix" delegates. The candidates,
of whom there were remarkably few, were on
hand, and as o matter of course were the cen-
tres of attraction, especially if one were known
to be in possession of a few dollars, with which
the thirsty appelites of the unterrified could be
satiefied.

CONGRESS.
The First Distriot Conventlon—Mon. Snmuel J.
Randnll Kenomlnnied by Acelnmation.

The convention o nomingte a candidate for Con-
gress in the First district met 1o the old Court House
at 10 o'clock this moruing, and was called to order
by Lewis U, Cassidy, the temporary Chairman,
James H, Gaw and Folyard Degan were the tempo-
rary secretaries, and Samuel Carzon the temporary
doorkeeper.

WATER.

Only Three Inches Over the Dam - The Volume
in the Schulvkill Diminishing—Probabllities
of Another Drought—A Glaring Misinke—A
Woerd of Cnutlon to Housekeepers; Brewers,
Mavufncturers and Others.

We are not of those who live in, ns it were, a con-
stant state of delirlum, forever seeing some frightful
shadow or oiher great bugbear, Neither are we of
those who would He supinely on thelr backs, and
trust to fate to work all thivgs to & good purpose.
We belleve in the scriptural adage whlch says,
“@God heips those who help themselves,” therefore,
in order that our citizens may be prepared to help
themselves, and without designing or lntending to
create any undoe alarm, we wil lay before our
readers the following facts relative to the condition
of afsirs at Falrmonnt, which we gieaned by a
thorough personal inspection this moruing.

1t was clearly demopstrated last August that in
case of & lnck of water in the Schuylkil above Falr-
monnt, the pecple of this great city would be placed
eLtirely at the mercy of the elements, and upon
them, would depend not only thelr health and com-
fort, but the vast manefacturing loterests which In
case of & want of water would sutfer to almost an ir-
retrievable extent, nor would this be all, for a fire
geearting, the chances would be that an immense
destruction of property would be wrought.

From present prospects, we are soiry to say that
the ehances OF another drought simllar Lo toat of last
summer are only too probable, and the water supply
will boequally as scarce  Despite Lhe experience of
last year, despite the many clriticisms and
words of advice, despite all that
wias sald and done durlng that great water famine,
pot one step hes been taken in the right direction
to Inorease the supply of water, should the volume
of the Schuylkill from above the dam give out. “Iis
true & new turblone wheel has been erected at an
mmense outlay, which was set In operation some
two weeks sgo, and which it s sald possesses suill-
clent power to 01 the basin in two hours, but of
what avall s sald turbino when there 18 not suni-
clent water to work it? A great deal of talk has been
wusted both by Uoupcils, the heads of the Water
Department, and others, relative to extensive reser-
voirs, patent pamnps, aquoedacts, ete., but now when
the sumMmer 1§ actu upon us, when water s most
needed, and when It I8 entirely tndispensable (If 1t
aver were olherwise), we look around us and flod
that not one sipgle step has been taken which will
ennble us to breathe freely, should the drought con-
tinue. Visitog Urst the forebay at Fairmoaat, we
found it dralned almost dry, for the purpose of
allowing the workmen to construct a coffer-dam, the
object belng the erection of another powerful tur-
bine, to tuke the place of two old breast wheels.
Entering the wheel-house all wWad quiet, exoept in
tne n?nhem end where the machivery was slowly
working.

Accosting a workman, we luguired s to the case,
when he repiied, “We have shut down.”

We next ascended to the reservolr, and found the
depth of water therein to be 10 feet § inohes, where
in ordi times 1t should be twelve feet, This,
nowever, is aeccounted for above, In the fact of the
wheels being stopped, Looking around ns we saw
above and below an immense nuomber of canal
boats, all 1ylng idle, the Schaylkill Navigation Com-
pany not belpg working owing o the strike of the
miners in Bchuylkill county.

Taking a seat we surveyed the whole scene, and
as a result of our morning's work came te the con-
clusion that a water famine, f not imminent, Is pro-
bable. It s a paipable fact that we cannot rely
npon our water works for a supply, should that my-

thological genis Jupiter Pluvius persist in
keeping olosed the aerial Nood.gates many
days ays longer; therefore, whilst not wishing

to create pny undue alarm, we would advise our
housekeepers, our sSugar refiners, our brewers, and
our manufacturers in general to be carefal la thelr
usge of water. and to see that none is unnecessarily
wasted, Perhaps we may have rain inside of twenty-
four hours, perhas not for weeks, It s all o the
hands of IMvine Providence, and since His doings
are eecrntable, we would again repeat our advice,
Be careful in the use of water, And now a word to
our authorities, Two more meetings of Councils
will be held before the summer recess |8 taken, and
nit either one of these meetingd something mast be
done,

There 18 no use of shirking the matter: steps must
be taken relative to the water sapply, or else we pre-
dict the calling of another extra meeting during the
sweltering days of August,
